Bratislava: 
The World’s 
Ugliest City

PRAGUE, CZECHOSLOVAKIA — Delayed - My 
first look at this cozily-operated Communist state came 
at Bratislava, a 250,000-population city near the Aus­ 
trian border, and former capital of Slovakia, one of 
the two states of which the nation is comprised. 
What I saw wasn’t perhaps 
typical of a police state as nearly 
Stalinistic in nature as any of the 
Soviet bloc, but it was enough to 
tell me things aren't going so 
well for the people of Slovakia. 
Bratislava might be termed the 
world’s ugliest city and perhaps 
the most depressing to the first­ 
time visitor. 
That part of it that wasn’t de­ 
stroyed during the war, appears 
to be quickly falling down. There 
has beep, little or no restoration 
and only a gesture at new con­ 
struction. 
My interpreter-guide who apolo­ 
getically showed me the old and 
grim Jewish ghetto section of 
town also proudly pointed out a 
new hotel, a new high school and 
a new factory or so. If these 
structures were new, they were 
built to blend in with the dismal 
appearance of the city. 


This section of Caechoslovakia 
is one of the country's more 
destitute parts. 
Yet. the irony and perhape the 
tragedy of Bratislava Is that the

It happens 
to be a vast brick and stone 
edifice all but ready to tumble 
down for lack of attention for the 
past 50 years. 
It is surrounded by acres of 
weeds and mud. In its dark and 
dank cellar caves dwell scores of 
families unable to find even a 
room in town in which to live. 
The Commies have planned for 
years to restore this one but, 
again, nothing is happening. They 
might solve the problem by deton­ 
ating a couple of well-placed 
bombs. 


Yet, the few people I talked to 
on the streets were friendly, once 
they recoverd from the shock of 
seeing an American. 
I found two men who spoke 
fairly good English.

On that day it was « . Yester­ 
day it was 97 at 5 p.m. Yester­ 
day's low was 65 at 5 a.m. 
Today a record high for this 
date will probably be recorded. 
The temperatures will soar main 
into the upper 90s. it has been 
predicted. The record for a June 
27 is 94. set in 1943. 
Tomorrow the thermometer will 
again reach the upper 90s. The 
earliest possible break ta the 
weather could come 
Saturday, 
but the weather bureau isn’t fore­ 
casting that tar ahead. 
Faces Greatest Drought 
The county faces its greatest 
drought in its history should the 
present lack of ra infall continue, 
two officials of the Neshaminy 


Valley 
Watershed 
Association 
said yesterday. 
John Carson, president, and 
Edward A. Miller, executive di­ 
rector. said that even with a gen­ 
erous supply of rainfall through­ 
out the rest of the summer, the 
county water supply would still re. 
main seriously low. 
Already this year the Rainfall 
is 12.7 inches below the average 
of 23.8 inches since January. 
“Prospects Grim’* 
“Prospects are grim." Carson 
said. “Already the summer crops 
are beginning to wilt." 
He warned residents to cut 
down water consumption, espe­ 
cially outdoor watering of plants 
and the filling of swimming pools. 
At the same time, county 
health director Dr. William J. 
Meyer advised owners of private 


wells to have water tested be­ 
cause of the present drought. 
“If the lack of rainfall con­ 
tinues,'* Dr. Meyer said, “we’re 
ta for serious problems." He said 
there is always the darner of an 
outbreak of water-borne diseases, 
such as dysentery, hepatitis, or 
para-typhoid, when a drought oc­ 
curs. 
Creek Pelleted 
Dr. Meyer said the Neshaminy 
Creek was “definitely polluted,’' 
now more than ever because of a 
sharp decrease in stream flow. 
Carson and Miller said that 
Bucks experienced its second 
worst deficiency during the Jan­ 
uary to June period ta 1957, but 
that it couldn't compare to the 
present me. 
At that time precipitation drop­ 
ped 5.1 inches below the season 
average. 
They said that since Monday the 


association has received numer­ 
ous reports of private wells go­ 
ing dry. 
A netter Indication 
Another indication of the pres­ 
ent drought, they said, is that the 
Neshaminy has been having its 
lowest flow of water since 1934. 
The present rate, measured at 
Langhorne, is TM million gallons 
a day compared to the daily av­ 
erage of 160 million. 
The Philadelphia Suburban Wa­ 
ter Co., they said, has been dump­ 
ing five to six million gallons 
daily into the Neshaminy from its 
Churchville reservoir. This is be­ 
cause the company’s pumping 
station at Janney rn the Nesh­ 
aminy does not have the flow re­ 
quired to pump to its customers 
ta eastern Montgomery County.

000 customers, most of them in

Kennedy 
Visits 
Relatives 


DUBLIN (UPI) — The 
Irish made John F. Ken­ 
nedy their own today. 


The President left behind the 
affairs of state in Dublin and 
hedgehopped by helicopter and 
car on a sentimental journey 
across southeastern Ireland, home 
of his ancestors. 
He went to New Ross, from 
where 
his 
great 
grandfather 
sailed for America 113 years ago; 
sipped tea with his cousins and 
other relations at the old family 
homestead in Dunganstown; laid 
a wreath in Wexford on a statue 
of Commodore John Barry, father 
of the American Navy; and then 
hopped back to Dublin. 
The President was in a relaxed 
and happy mood following grim 
Berlin visit. He won hysterical 
applause and was m o b b e d by 
throngs everywhere he went in 
this misty green island. 
At New Ross he told a wildly 
cheering crowd that if his great 
grandfather had not gone to 
America, “I’d be working over at 
the Albatross Co. here. I guess." 
The company is a fertilizer fac­ 
tory on the river. 
From New Ross he motored 
five miles along hedge-lined lanes 
to Dunganstown to take a look at 
the potato shed which was the 
original Kennedy home. 
Pashes Into Crowd 
Breaking through all protocol 
barriers at Dunganstown, th e 
President pushed toto the crowd 
to shake hands and expressed his 
pleasure at seeing the people of 
the area of his forebears. 
He was nearly mobbed by the 
huge quayside crowd at New Ross 
after his folksy speech ta which 
he introduced nome of his travel­ 
ing companions and then said that 
“when my great grandfather left 
here 113 years ago he carried 
with him only two things—faith 
and a strong desire to live ta lib­ 
erty." 
New Ross Urban Council Chair­ 
man Andrew Minihan had a spot 
of trouble introducing the Presi­ 
dent. His microphone went dead. 
Workmen struggled ta vain to fix 
it, but Kennedy had to rely on 
his own lung power for his brief 
informal speech. 
Surging crowds broke police 
lines, and police had to push the 
cheering people aside to get the 
President back to his car for th* 
ride to Dunganstown. 
In Nostalgic Mood * 
Kennedy was ta an obvious nos­ 
talgic mood — he looked out at 
the crowd of 5,000 massed ta New 
Ross and told them he was in­ 
deed glad to be back. 
If his ancestors had remained 
there, he said, he might today be 
working ta the fertilizer factory 
or for auctioneer John V. Kelly, 
whose establishment fronts on the 
tiny town square. 
Kelly himself, who also runs a 
local pub in New Ross, said with 
a grin and a twinkle ta hit eye 
when asked what job ha might 
have given Kennedy: 
"In New Ross today t i m is 
only one job-the job of barman, 
provided he doesn’t drink. What 
would I pay him? About two 
pounds a week ($5.60), I suppose. 
But I believe be has dooe better 
for himself." 
The President left New Rosa 
with gifts that included s u c h 
items as a Waterford glass bowl 
with four scenes associated with 
the Kennedy family engraved on 
its sides. 
When he reached Dunganstown.

The Neshaminy Valley 
has a vast water supply 
potential but it will only 
be able to provide the 
needs for persons living in 
that area until 1987. 
By that time, the area's 
booming population will be 
demanding an amount ex­ 
ceeding what 
th e 
Ne­ 
shaminy Creek can pro­ 
duce. 
This estimate was made today, 
by Edward A. Miller, executive 
director of the Neshaminy Valley 
Watershed Association. 
Miller said that when the water 
resources of the watershed are 
fully developed some 50 million 
gallons of water can be produced 
daily, but in the Year 2010, Miller 
said, the need of the projected 
populous of the watershed will be 
some HO million gallons. 
The Delaware River will then 
serve as the source of the re­ 
maining 60 million gallons, he 
said. 
The development plan includes 
construction of six large dams in 
Bucks County in which most of 
the watershed lies. The dams will 
be used for water supply and 
recreation purposes as well as 
flood control. This project will 
cost some $35 million to be 
shared by the state and local 
municipalities, he said. 
Ten Smaller Dams 
Ten more smaller dams (six 
in Bucks, four in Montgomery) 
will be constructed for flood con­ 
trol purposes only. 
To date, seven of these sites 
have been surveyed, one survey 
is now in progress with two sites 
remaining. Three study surveys 
are expected to be completed be­ 
fore 1964. 
They include flood control sites 
to be conducted by the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture; a water 
supply and recreation survey to 
be conducted by the state depart­ 
ment of forest and waters: and a 
water pollution survey by the U.S. 
Department of Health with the 
Bucks Department of Health do­ 
ing much of the field work. 
The plan will be submitted to 
Congress next year for its ap­ 
proval with hope that construc­ 
tion of the first dam will begin 
in 1965.

If a widow wants to give piano 
lessons in her home in Middle­ 
town Township, is she violating 
the home occupation law? 


Yes, the Republican members 
of the township supervisors board 
said last night. 


Walter S. Farley Jr., however 
vigorously objected and present­ 
ed to the board a list of 29 home 
occupations which the board has 
condoned for the past three years 
in the township. 


Such violators Supervisor Far­ 
ley said, included the J and M 
Glass Co., 37 Hamlet Road. High­ 
land Park. Levittown; Stephen M. 
Boyles, insurance agent. 37 High­ 
land Park Drive. Levittown; Stan­ 
ley J. Zalot, cement contractor, 
of 138 S. Elmwood Ave., Lang 
home. 
"These business all operate in 
homes in residential areas and up 
to last night were legal. Now due 
to the decision of the supervisors 
they are illegal," Farley con 
tinued. 
Revised 3 Years Ago 
"Three years ago,” Farley con 
tinued, “the supervisors revised 
the home occupation law with the 
intent to allow ballet studios and 
television repair shops, as home 
occupations as long as they did 
not change the character of the 
residential neighborhood. The de­ 
cision to restrict home occupa­ 
tions to only professions, such as 
doctors, dentists, ami lawyers, is 
excessively restrictive and I ob 
ject to it.” 
Despite Farley’s objection, su­ 
pervisors. 
Thomas 
Thompson. 
James Wright, and James Cahill 
insisted on the strict interpretation 
of the home occupation law’ <num 
ber 6014). 
Farley challenged them to en 
force it or revise it. 
The discussion on the home oc­ 
cupation law came as the result 
(rf a request by Mr. and Mrs

In other action. Farley objected 
when the three Republican super­ 
visors purchased a fire-insurance 
policy from Joseph Keating of 
Penndel, agent for the Insurance 
Company of North America. 


“ I objected because I felt that 
the township’s insurance should 
be placed on public bid. This will 
give every insurance company in 
the area an opportunity to bid on 
the insurance and give the town­ 
ship the cheapest possible rate,” 
Farley concluded.

I’m writing this little communi­ 
que from Prague.

watch towers at every mile. 
Delay at the border was caused 
by endless red tape of customs 
officials. 
Our plane was to take off at 
p.m., but here again was an 
unexplained delay of two hours. 
Once airborne, the Czechoslovak 
Airlines turbo-prop cruised into 
Prague in just one hour. But in 
the Prague airport, another two- 
hour delay due to “efficiency” of 
airport officials. 
I finally arrived at the hotel 
at 2 a.m. today. 
Just as a matter of arithmetic, 
you can say that it required 14 
hours to take a one-hour plane 
ride—hotel to hotel, that is.
